(Attention is called to the fact that the sand trap
called for on contractor's specifications does not cover the requirements set
forth by this paragraph, and that no provision for a connection to a storm sewer
for this class of water is shown on the plan presented by the contractor.)

(7) That a plan showing the proposed location of driveways marked 2-0-139
shall be followed during construction.

(S) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto ehall
be Inspected and approved by the Oity Plumbing Inspector and that the property owner
ehall apply for. a permit to the Oity Plumbing Inspector for instructions before pro-
ceeding with his work.

(9) That the grades of the station shall be euoh that no waste oils or water or
floor washing shall ever paee over the Oity sidewalk area and all euoh waste oils
and water ehall be concentrated Into a combined grease and sand trap which shall be
constructed In accordance with our standard plan #2-H-Hg. and that the water shall be •
conducted from said trap to a seep well to be constructed on the property of the
applicant. . ;

(10) That before the commencement of any construction the applicant shall apply to
the Oity Engineer for Instructions as to hie drainage system. ;

(11) That the applicant shall construct all ramps, gutters and curbs in accordance

with plan No* 2-H-5&, which plan Is hereby made a 'part of this resolution. •

(12) That all that portion of the romps , curb and gutter shown In crayon shall be
constructed of concrete before the station is used.

(13) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto shall \
